There is fresh, vigorous concern in Israel these days about 
what the Israelis conceive to be a dangerous new trend in 
American policy in the Middle East. Anything that does not 
bring fresh and ever larger infusions of cash, arms, immi¬ 
grants or tourists to Israel is perceived in Tel Aviv as a 
dangerous new trend. But this time they are worried about 
U.S. arms sales to Saudi Arabia, the Ford administration’s 
request for congressional authority to sell Egypt six Hercules 
transport planes, and an apparent drop in U.S. aid levels 
to Israel. 

If the Israelis are worried, they should be, and their 
obvious concern is reflected in the statements of -their Prime 
Minister, Mr. Rabin, who a few days ago wondered aloud 
about -the role of the United States as an arms supplier to 
both the Arabs and the Israelis. He’s correct, of course, in 
questioning the underlying sophistry of the American arms 
programme in the Middle East. The only thing missing from 
■the American programme is a deal to sell arms to the Pa¬ 
lestine Liberation Organisation. 

Mr. Rabin wondered whether the U.S. wasn’t perpetuating 
a vicious cycle, where arms sales to one side in the Middle 
East lead to counter-balancing sales to the other side. It is 
a dizzying, dazzling policy. . 

Until Anwar’s friend Henry comes forth with some fresh 
explanations about long-term American policy objectives, one 
looks at American actions and perceives movements that are 
not so much anti-Israeli, but rather less spectacularly positive 
in their response to Arab requests. 

Six Hercules aircraft and some Saudi naval bases will 
not send the Israelis into a full-alert mobilisation. But they do 
suggest to the Israelis that the United States has long-term 
interests in the Middle East that may transcend the peculiar 
wants of the Israeli Labour Party. 

The Israelis are mobilising .their lobbies in the United 
States, and one can expect some rough bargaining in con¬ 
gressional committee meetings in Washington. What this will 
do is two important things: it will force the Israelis to put 
their heads together and make it clear to themselves, the 
Americans and the world what it is they seek in Palestine, 
and it will also force a clearer picture of the special relation¬ 
ship between Israel and the United States. 

Mr. Rabin’s public bewilderment is the first sign of this 
process, though it will be a long time before the Israelis fully 
realise what they are being forced to do; and one will hear 
more Rabin-like plaints in the near future, especially if the 
pro-Israeli lobbyists are not fully successful in Washington. 
In the old days, they used to call this kind of thing an 
agonizing reappraisal.

Under the heading “Fleeing 
from Hell”, Ad Dustour said 
Saturday, “The return of the 
first batch of Sudanese Jews 
living in Israel to their origi¬ 
nal home has aroused indigna¬ 
tion among Israeli circles, who 
saw in this phenomenon a sign 
of danger, especially as groups 
of Iraqi Jews had already ret¬ 
urned to Iraq, in addition to 
Jews of other nationalities flee¬ 
ing from Israel.” 

The paper pointed out that 
the most disturbing develop¬ 
ment for the Israeli authorities 
is the significantly increasing 
tide of emigration from Israel 
to the outside world, because 
it touches a vital nerve in the 
Israeli entity, i.e., human reso¬ 
urces. 

Jews from countries of the 
Third World, who had been 
coaxed by Zionism to emigrate 
to Israel, constitute an impor¬ 
tant pillar of Israel’s existence. 
Therefore, the paper said, it is 
the duty of the Arabs to urge 
these friendly countries to en¬ 
courage those deceived Jews 
to return to their original 
homes. “At the same time, in¬ 
tensive contacts should be ma¬ 
de with the Soviet Union to 
foil Zionist attempts to pres¬ 
sure Soviet Jews to turn t a 
Israel/ 1 Ad Dustour conclu¬ 


ded. 

“For the second time within 
less than a week, King Hussein 
has stressed an important point 
in the Arab-Israeli confronta¬ 
tion and Arab political action 
as well, A1 Ra’i said Saturday. 
Answering a question at a press 
conference in Australia, the 
King said “The basic point is 
Israeli withdrawal first; ways 
and means of establishing pea¬ 
ce in the area then can be dis¬ 
cussed.” 

Al Ra’i said the Israeli strate¬ 
gy is based on the formula: a 
piece of land in return for a 
piece of peace. This strategy 
which was exemplified in the 
latest Sinai agreement, involves 
playing for time and is a dang¬ 
erous one. It also comes with¬ 
in the “step-by-step policy” 
which its protagonists are try¬ 
ing to resuscitate in one form 
or another by way of the Gen¬ 
eva Conference. 

“But Hussein has once more 
spelled out a concerted Jordan- 
i an-Syrian stand—withdrawal 
before anything else, then ar¬ 
rangements for peace could be 
discussed,” Al Ra’i said. 

The paper drew attention to 
the fact that there should al¬ 
ways be a line seperating pea¬ 
ce from the purely territorial 
question.

Soviet-built arms in the pos¬ 
session of Egypt, Syria and 
Iraq include about 1,500 com¬ 
bat planes and 6,000 tanks, an 
Israeli military analyst said in 

a report here today.

The analysts gave the follo¬ 
wing breakdown: planes, Egypt 
775, Syria 500 and Iraq 220; 
tanks, Egypt 2,450, Syria 2,200 
and Iraq 1,200; and artillery 
pieces, Egypt 2,700, Syria 1,400 
and Iraq 1,400*-- : 7 ' 

In addition Egypt had 12 sub¬ 
marines, five destroyers, 90 na¬ 
val boats and 2,600 armoured 
personnel carriers, and Syria 
38 “SAM” missile batteries, 150 
"Frog” and "Scud” ground-to- 
ground missiles, nine naval 
boats and 1,200 armoured per¬ 
sonnel carriers, all of Soviet 
origin. 

The 38 Syrian “SAM” missi¬ 
le batteries comprised 24 SA-2S 
and SA-3S, and 14 SA-6S, the 
analyst said.
